1. The present name of the corporation is Minis Bio Corporation (the

2. The Certified

Incorporation set forth below. 

3. The Board of Directors of the Corporation, by the unanimous 
written consen t of its members, filed with the minutes of the Board, adopted a 
resolution proposing and declaring advisable the Amended arid Restated 
Certificate of Incorporation herein. 

4. The Amended arid Restated Certificate of Incorporation herein 
certified has been duly adopted by the stockholders in accordance with the 
provisions of § 228, § 242, and §245 of the Gec^ral Corporation Law of the State 
of Delaware.

FIFTH: The Board of Directors shall have the power to adopt, amend or 
repeal the bylaws of the Corporation. 

SIXTH: Election of directors need riot be by written ballot unless the 
bylaws of the Corporation so jpro vide. 

SEVENTH: The Corporation expressly elects not to be governed by 
Section 203 of Delaware Law. 

EIGHTH: (1) A director of the Corporation shall not be liable to the 
Corporation or its stockholders for monetary damages for breach of fiduciary duty 
as a director to the fullest extent permitted by Delaware Law. 

(2) (a) Each person (and the heirs, executors pr administrators of such 
person) who was or is a party or is threatened to be made a party to, or is 
involved in any threatened, pending or completed action, suit or 
proceeding, whether civil, criminal, administrative or investigative, by 
reason of the}fact that $ucb person is or was a director or officer of the 
Cdrpbratibri or is or was serving at the request of the Corporation as a 
director or pfficer of another corporation, partnership, joint venture, trust 
or other enterprise, shall be irideinnified and held harmless by the 
Corporation to the fullest extent permitted by Delaware Law. The right to 
indenrmificati on conferred in this ARlTICLE EIGHTH shall, also include 
the right to be paid by the Corporation the expenses incurred in connection 
with any such iproce^iing in advance of its final disposition to the fullest 
extent authorized by Delaware Law. The right to indemnification 
conferred in this ARTICLE EIGHTH shall be a contract right. 

(b) The Corporation may,by action of its Board of Directors, 
provide indemnification to such of the employees and agents of the 
Corporation to such extent arid to such effect as the Board of Directors 
shall determine to be appropriate arid authorized by Delaware Law. 

(3) The Corporation shall have power to purchase and maintain 
insurance on behalf of any person who is or was a director, officer, 
employee or agent of the Corporation, or is or was serving at the request 
of the Corporation as a director, officer, employee or agent of another 
corporation, partnership, joint venture, trust or other enterprise against any 
expense,, liability or loss incurred by such person in any such capacity or 
arising out of such person's status as such, whether or not the Corporation 
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would have the povsrcr to indemnify s^ch person against such liability 
under Delaware Law. 

(4) The rights and authority confened in this ARTICLE EIGHTH shall 
not be exclusive of any other right which any person may otherwise have 
or hereafter acquire. 

(5) Neither the amendment nor repeal of this ARTICLE EIGHTH, nor 
the adoption of any provision of this Certificate of Incorporation or die 
bylaws of the Corporation, nor, to the fullest extent permitted by Delaware 
Law, any modification of law, shall eliminate or reduce the effect of this 
ARTICLE EIGHTH in respect of any acts or omissions occurring prior to 
such amendment, repeal, adoption or modification. 

NINTH: The Corporation f^drves the right to amend this Certificate of 
Incorporation in any manner permitted by Delaware Law and all rights and 
powers conferred herein on stockholders, directors and officers, if any, are subject 
to this reserved power.
